Mayor Doug Martin feels the 
City of Buffalo needs to start 
owning up to its title of the "city 
of good neighbours."

Bay Beach floods another meeting 


Two weeks in a row, the 
local council chambers have 
been flooded with opinion 
over the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project. 

On Monday night, a total of 
15 speakers provided insight, 
as to why they support or 
oppose the idea of beginning 
to re-peal by-law 26-10, which 
essentially would kill the proj- 

Again, there was no short¬ 
age of emotion from those 
who spoke at the podium, 
including former fire chief Jim 
Douglas, who criticized the 
current council's decision to 
use money earmarked for the 
Fort Erie Fire Department and 
improvements to station no. 2 
on Jarvis Street for a second 
legal opinion of whether or 
not the Town could be faced 
with millions of dollars in liti¬ 
gation for breaking its con¬ 
tract with the Molinaro 

Douglas, who spent 50 
years employed with the 
Town of Fort Erie and retired 
from his post as fire chief 
about a year-and-a-half ago, 
says he has never seen the 
amount of disrespect this 
council has sent to town staff 
in all of his years. 

” n flabbergasted by the 


way some of you have treated 
staff," said Douglas in front of 
a crowded council chamber. 

He was referring to a rec¬ 
ommendation supported by 
councillors Steckley, Coflard, 
Hill and Lubberts to seek a 
third-party legal opinion on 
the Bay Beach issue, after the 
Town's solicitor, chief admin¬ 
istrative officer and director of 
financial services have all said 
publicly that a costly lawsuit 
could be on its way. 

"All you need is $100 to get 
elected and instantly you have 
become an expert in every¬ 
thing," said Douglas. 

He continued by applaud¬ 
ing the level of expertise and 


within Town staff and says 
council needs to realize this. 

"Just because you don't get 
the answer you want, it does¬ 
n't give you a license to take a 
free shot at a person's integri¬ 
ty-" 

Douglas finished by saying 
he hopes the money original¬ 
ly set aside for the land mat¬ 
ters and design of a new fire 
station can be found, because 
volunteer firefighters won't sit 
back and let the much needed 
improvements not come to 
fruition. 

"The actions of this council 


will have severe impacts on 
the town's finances and will 
again delay fire station 
upgrades," he said. 

Going back to an earlier 
comment made by Douglas, 
Ward 4 Coun. John Hill said 
"integrity is a big word" and 
that he often reads and hears 
comments made by people 
through email or on social 
networking sites about his 
own integrity, following coun¬ 
cil's recent decision to begin 
re-pealing by-law 26-10, 
something he stands firmly 
by. 

"I think we need to take a 
step back and see how we use 
that word," said Hill. 

Douglas responded by say¬ 
ing that council members 
should expect to be chal¬ 
lenged while active In the 
political arena. 

"You open yourself up to 
those shots. Staff does not, 
especially from council," said 
Douglas. 

"People are going to say as 
they feel, you open yourself as 
a political target," added the 
former chief. 

Later in the meeting, under 
the new business portion of 
the agenda, Ward 1 Coun. 
Stephen Passero put a recom¬ 
mendation on the table, to 


identify a funding source, 
unknown at the time, to 
replace the $20,000 taken 
from the fire facilities reserve 
fund, prior to the construction 
of a new hall. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said council needs to be more 
"upfront" about where the 
funds would come from and 
feels the cost should be added 
to the 2011 budget. 

"Let's call a spade a spade," 
said Shular. 

"Where are we finding this 
$20,000?" asked Shular. 

Passero responded, saying 
the money could be found 
after a project comes in under 
budget, for example. 

"Where it will come from 
will be a considerable debate 
I’m sure, but this is to send a 
signal to the fire services com¬ 
munity that the $20,000 will 
be going back," said Passero. 

The recommendation was 
approved by council. 

This preceded a closed ses¬ 
sion meeting, where council 
discussed a third-party inde¬ 
pendent legal review and 
returned to the council cham¬ 
bers shortly after 12:30 a.m. 
without report

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Budget process continues 


The Town of Fort Erie has 
made some strides with its 
budget process. 

On Wednesday evening, 
council approved its general 
levy operating budget to the 
tune of $18,926,407 after 
only a few minor adjust¬ 
ments. 

Council decided to 
remove a one time of grant 
of $48,361 requested by the 
Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation 
and instead took $20,000 
from those funds to relin¬ 
quish the fire facilities 
reserve fund for improve¬ 


ments to station no. 2 on 
Jarvis Street. 

ly removed to pay for a third 
party legal review into the 
Bay Beach issue, approved 
by council two weeks ago. 

Other items included in 
the budget also include 
$26,000 for all three 
Business Improvement 
Areas and their watering 
programs in the summer 
months, along with $50,000 
each for the War of 1812 
bicentennial committee 
and the Fort Erie Historical 
Museum for the restoration 




of the 6218 s 
locomotive. 

This works out to a 3.19 
per cent increase to taxpay¬ 
ers, which is $6.36 per 
month. 

The capital budget was 
also reaffirmed after being 
tabled last month. Council 
will consider approving it 
through by-law on March 7. 

On Monday, council also 
approved its water and 
sewer budget through by¬ 
law, which will put a 3.98 
per cent increase onto tax¬ 
payers, equating to $3.61 
per month.

"Start acting like partners, 
start acting like good neigh¬ 
bours instead of treating us 
like we don't happen to be 
here. The bridge does land 
in another country and I'm 
not sure if they are aware of 
that," said Martin. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
agreed with the mayor's 
comments, saying he looks 
at this resolution passed by 
Buffalo as something that 
was done without even the 
consideration of contacting 
the Town of Fort Erie. 

"I truly believe they 
snubbed us," said Shular, 
who also feels that over 
roughly the last two years, 
conversation between both 
neighbouring municipali¬ 
ties has dwindled. 

"It seems as of late, that 
dialogue has ended," he 

In a letter addressed to the 
Town, PBA general manager 
Ron Rienas says the bridge 
agency was not notified of 
this resolution's passing, 
along with the Town. 

He continues by saying 
the PBA worked co-opera¬ 
tively with Fort Erie and the 
Niagara parks Commission 


to reconfigure the Canadian 
plaza and border opera- 

"In so doing, we were able 
to facilitate the flow of traf¬ 
fic, reduce vehicle idling, 
improve air quality and 
enhance the adjacent neigh¬ 
bourhoods," wrote Rienas. 

Rienas also feels this 
action has created another 
obstacle over building a 
three- span bridge expan¬ 
sion and new U.S. Customs 
plaza and that the resolution 
was passed due to the opin¬ 
ions of U.S. citizens who do 
not want to see a new plaza 
and bridge erected. 

"The reason this came for¬ 
ward, is in large part a result 
of residents who are 
opposed to the project being 
there, lobbying to have this 
passed," Rienas told the 
Times on Thursday. 

He feels the decision 
should have been based 
more on efficiencies, rather 
than what is provided in the 
correspondence from the 
meeting where it was passed 
by Buffalo's common coun¬ 
cil. Instead, a lot of the dia¬ 
logue provided in a tran¬ 
script from the meeting 
touches on health concerns 
and the alleged illnesses 



that nearby residents have 
endured over the years of 
the Peace Bridge's existence. 

With the completion of 
the plaza on this side of the 
river, entering Canada has 
been a lot easier and more 
efficient, said Rienas. 

With an out of date plaza 
in the U.S., it's different 
going the other way. 

"The same does not apply 
to Canada, we still have 
issues going into the U.S, 
which adversely impacts 
Fort Erie," he said. 

He agreed with the com¬ 
ments made by Martin and 
Shular while in the audience 
at Monday's meeting, saying 
both sides of the bridge 
need to be made aware of 
these types of decisions. 

"The Peace Bridge crosses 
the Niagara River, not the 
Buffalo river," said Rienas. 

He described the pro¬ 
posed merger as a "very 
complex thing to do" con¬ 
sidering inconsistencies 
with governance between 
both the PBA and the 
Niagara falls Bridge 
Commission. 

The Peace Bridge is con¬ 
stituted by the federal gov¬ 
ernment in Canada, but by 
New York State in the U.S. 

Niagara Falls 
Bridge 
Commission is 
operated by con¬ 
gressional legisla¬ 
tion in the U.S and 
has a license to 
operate by the 
province of 

Ontario on the 
Canadian side. 

This would 
require several 
amendments to 
legislation and the 
passing of new 
bills at those lev¬ 
els. 

To date, all 
approvals for the 
three-span arch 
have been given in 
Canada. In the U.S 
a record of deci¬ 
sion, essentially 
the final environ¬ 
mental approvals 
need to be given 
by the Federal 
Highway 
Administration.

"The Bicentennial 
Committee is working 
closely with all levels of 
government, the Region, 
local municipalities and 
U.S. counterparts to maxi¬ 
mize the potential econom¬ 
ic advantage for the Fort 
Erie area," said Johnston. 

Highlights of the planned 
activities will be the "grand 
Parade" on June 23, 2012 
which will include approxi¬ 
mately 50 military bands, 
units and re-enactor 
groups from Canada, the 
U.S and the United 
Kingdom. The Prince of 
Wales Regimental Band 
from the United Kingdom 
has committed to partici¬ 
pate, along with the U.S 
Marine Band. 

Other units from Canada, 
including the Central Band 
of the Canadian Forces 
have been invited. 

Johnston also said an 
invitation will be sent to 
Queen Elizabeth and any 
other member of the Royal 
Family that wishes to 
attend. Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper will also be 
asked to participate, as well 
as political satirist and TV 
personality Rick Mercer.
